WASHINGTON (U P I) - Although 
38 million Americans work for 
companies that provide pension 
plans, a Senate Labor Committee 
survey last year found that only a 
fraction of them could expect to 
draw pensions in their retirement 
years 
The chief roadblock generally was 
a requirement that a worker had to 
be employed a fixed number of 
years to qualify for a pension at age 
60 or 65. Most changed jobs before 
working the required number of 
years, so drew nothing. 
After seven years’ study, the 
Senate was beginning debate today 
on bills to impose minimum federal 
standards on pension plans operated 
by private industry. 
Approval is expected before the 
week is over, and Senate action is 
expected to spur consideration in 
the House, either this year or more 
likely in 1974 
Nothing 
in 
the 
bills 
before 
Congress would compel a company 
to establish a pension plan or would 
determine the amount paid out to 
workers. Those issues are left to 
unions and executives to bargain 
out. 
But for a company to qualify for 
tax-exempt status for the funds it 
puts into a pension plan, mimimum 
standards would be exacted. 
A 
key 
provision 
guarantees 
vesting—an 
employe’s 
right 
to 
recover on reaching retirement age 
his 
own 
and 
his 
employer’s 
contribution towards his pension in 
the event he leaves his job before 
normal retirement age. 
The bill’s vesting formula grants a 
worker 25 per cent of full vesting 
after five years employment. This 
would increase 5 per cent annually 
until the 10th year and 10 per cent 
annually for the next five years 
—assuring the worker full pension 
rights after 15 years on the job. 
Other provisions: 
—Require 
pension 
plans 
to 
accumulate enough funds over 30 
years to cover all liabilities to 
present and retired workers. 
—Establish an employer-financed 
government insurance plan, starting 
in 1978, which would pay pension 
claims of companies which went out 
of business, 
were 
absorbed 
in 
mergers or failed to meet their 
obligations. 
—Provide for “ portable” pensions 
so that vested workers moving from 
job to job could, if their old and new 
employers 
agree, 
have 
their 
accumulated pensions desposited in 
a government account. On retire­ 
ment they would draw one monthly 
check instead of one from each 
employer. 
—Fix new standards for pension 
plan administrators and trustees, 
including disclosure and reporting 
requirements.

The committee endorsed Kissinger after a week of 
hearings dominated by questions about his role in 
national security wiretapping and the concentration of 
power in his hands when he enters the Cabinet while 
retaining his role as chairman of the National Security 
Council. 


McGovern said he voted against Kissinger as a

Cameron were absent. 
This resolution climaxed a discussion 
about why a tree was removed by the city 
on College Ave. and A St. recently. 
The 
Commission 
passed 
a 
second 
resolution 
to 
concur 
with 
a 
recommendation by Dustin W. Griffith, 
assistant city 
administrator. 
He had 
recommended that two street trees in front 
of 328 North Lupine “ remain in place and 
that the 
street maintenance division 
continue to apply minor maintenance to the 
sidewalk as necessary.” 
Griffith’s 
action 
was 
based 
on 
a 
complaint the two trees caused the 
sidewalk to raise and break up. 
Roger Marshel of Architectural Arts 
briefly presented a proposed design for 
Lompoc entry signs and landscaping on the 
left comer of Highway One where it meets 
Highway 246, near Grefco Inc. 
Upon discussion the commission decided 
not to make any recommendation to the 
city council until more information was

The

redwood and reach a height of five feet 
from street level They would total 14 feet 
long, one saying Lompoc” and the second 
“ Valley of the Flowers” . 
Landscaping would include greenery, 
trees, concrete planters, and a sprinkler 
sytem 
The overall estimated cost by 
Marshel was $2,000, without sidewalks.

Hazards of such pots were singled out. 
It was noted that vehicles mav hit 
hanging pots if they are too low and they 
present a maintenance problem if they are 
hung to high Dripping water and fertilizer 
on passing vehicles could cause liability 
suits. 
Needed frequent watering and 
replanting of the flower plants represent 
further maintenance problems. Finally, 
insurance rates increase for cities with 
pots hanging over streets.

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New standard 
for meat 
identification

What's the difference between a Delmonico and a 
Spencer steak ’ There is none and shoppers will be able to 
buy them both as “beef rib eye steak," although probably at 
higher prices 
The National Livestock and Meat Board announced plans 
Monday for a new standard for identifying cuts of meat to 
reduce shopper confusion The plan will reduce more than 
1,000 names for cuts of beef, pork, veal and lamb to about 
300. 
So Delmonico and Spencer steaks, as well as filet steaks 
as they are called in some parts of the country, will be 
called "beef rib eye steak " 
A Kansas City steak, which also is called a New York 
strip or club steak, will be labeled "beef loin, top loin 
steak ” 
But filet mignon still will be filet mignon. 
The new system is voluntary and butcher shops will not 
have to go along with it. 


David H. Stroud, president of the meat board, said "It 
may be the most significant meat counter improvement 
since the introduction of self-service nearly four decades 
ago." 


No m atter what a steak is called, its price is up. In 
Chicago Monday, the price of round steak in a major 
supermarket jumped 10 cents a pound, to $1.59. Lean 
hamburger was 98 cents a pound, up five cents. 


Safeway stores in Los Angeles raised most beef prices an 
average of 10 cents because of "increased cost." Premium 
ground beef was $1.38 a pound, up 10 cents. But lamb 
dropped as much as 10 cents a pound. 


Assembly lines will 
be quiet another week 


DETROIT (UPI) 
Despite tentative agreement Monday 
to end its strike against Chrysler Corp., the United Auto 
Workers said today assembly lines probably will not roll 
again until next week. 
This, said UAW President Leonard Woodcock, is because 
it will take the rest of this week for national and local 
officers to approve the settlement and it must then go 
before rank-and-file workers for ratification. 
Under the contract, the UAW won a breakthrough 30-and- 
out retirement plan and obtained relief from mandatory 
overtime rules. 


In turn, workers will receive less money than they 
wanted. 
Woodcock called the non-money issues in the contract a 
"tremendous breakthrough," especially the introduction of 
a system that will allow employes to retire on a pension 
after 30 years’ work regardless of their age. 
Pending ratification of the settlement, about 113,000 blue 
collar workers remain away from work.

No military aid 
planned for Pakistan 


WASHINGTON ( UPI) - The United States is prepared to 
increase economic but not military aid to flood-ravaged 
Pakistan, whose prime minister, Zulfikar Ali Bhutto, 
begins talks today with President Nixon. 
Bhutto arrived in the United States Monday and spent the 
afternoon touring colonial Williamsburg, Va. 
State Department officials said the U.S. response to 
Bhutto’s expected request for economic aid would be 
"generous and sympathetic." They said there would be no 
further military commitments between the U.S. and 
Pakistan. 
State Department officials said that the United States 
will continue to provide Pakistan with spare parts and non- 
lethal military equipment but will not sell it lethal arms, 
under a policy generally followed since the Indo-Pakistan 
war of 1965. 
"We should not be a major supplier of military weapons 
in the area," one U.S. official said Monday. "We don’t want 
to see South Asia break out in another war." The 1971 war 
between Pakistan and India, during which East Pakistan 
gained independence as Bangladesh, was one of the 
bloodiest fought on the subcontinent. 


Sextuplets doing well 


DENVER (UPI) — Doctors believe the four boys and two 
girls born to an accountant’s 34-year-old wife, who took 
fertility drugs, can successfully buck odds of 496,980,450 to 1 
and be the first sextuplets of the century to survive. 
"Their chances are excellent," Dr. Tibor Engel said 
Monday evening. "They are in excellent condition." 
Pediatrician Jam es Strain said the next 48 hours are 
important in determining the odds for survival of the babies 
which range in weight from 2 pounds, 15 ounces to 3 pounds, 
11 ounces. One of the girls was treated with a respirator, 
but Strain said respiratory problems are not unusual in 
babies bom seven weeks prematurely. 
The first child was born at 10:45 p.m. Sunday and the 
other five were delivered by Caesarian section from 11:34 
to 11:38p.m. 
"We re very happy," Eugene Stanek, 31, the dazed father 
said. "For the past month or so, we knew there would be 
five and maybe six."

Unfortunately, 
her general optimism didn't comfort the seven team s that 
lost. 


Taiwan for the third straight year dominated the World 
Series. The Taiwanese youngsters played so well and won so 
e m p h a tic a lly that the Board of t h e L i t t l e L e a g u e in W il­ 
liamsport. Pa., has ordered a com plete investigation 


R o b ert S tir r a t, in ch a r g e of public r e la tio n s for L ittle 
League, said. “ The Taiwan team s have been so expert and 
seem so superior to team s in the U. S. it has created a furor 
in our country. No charges have been made: no formal pro­ 
tests have been lodged but we re going to look into it. in the 
interest of baseball. 


“ The Taiwan boys played exceptional baseball; they are 
innocent victim s Possibly it’s because they play baseball so 
long in a season; in school, in their physical education cla ss­ 
es. We try not to overemphasize Little League in this coun­ 
try. But they give baseball much more concentrated atten­ 
tion. They are devoted to one sport 


“ We have no suspicions as to their being over-age They 
were large boys but not the biggest team. We have to accept 
the reliability of the affadavits of birth that Taiwan subm it­ 


ted. We feel, though, that possibly the team cam e from all 
over Taiwan, instead of the sam e district And we think they 
had practiced since May 1 and the Little League rules forbid 
practice until July 1.“ 
A two month s edge on practice tim e might have tacked a 
few runs on Taiwan s score. And the extra time on the dia­ 
mond might have added a couple of strike-outs. But practic­ 
ing an extra 60 days just couldn't explain the trouncing Tain­ 
an City gave Tampa, Fla.. 27-0 Other Taiwan victories (12-0, 
18-0i resem bled football scores, too. 
Could it just be that the Taiwan boys are better at base­ 
ball than the bovs whose country invented the sport? 
Sportswriter Jim Henderson.'who covered the series tor 
the Tampa Tribune, was outraged at the inequality on the 
field. 


“ They were all bigger than most 12-year-olds. Thev were 
huge, 
he sa id . “ I ca n 't buy that they w e r e all from the 
sam e district, either. In fact, their coach was quoted as say­ 
ing. ‘Isn't it amazing how well our bovs plav, considering 
they com e from all over the island?’ 


“ If you could have seen them play, you'd have been suspi­ 
cious, too. I don't believe any 12-year-olds could play as well 
as they did.

It’s a safe bet that when Hank Cook went out for the Cabrillo High 
freshman football team back in 1966, he did not inspire leaps of joy 
among the school’s grid coaches. 
“ He was terrible," summarizes Hill head coach Evert Jones. 
“ It was ridiculous at that tim e to think he would ever be a high 
school starter.” 
Hank may have been short and chubby, but he made up for that by 
being slow and uncoordinated 
And he had one other obstacle to overcome — Cook is blind in one 
eye. 
It’s anybody’s guess what made Hank decide he would devote the 
bulk of his time and energy in the ensuing years to becoming a top pass 
receiver. Especially since his position that first year was center. 
Eight seasons later, New Mexico State split and Hank Cook is listed 
on page 10 of the highly respected “ Street and Smith’s" college 
football yearbook. Page 10 is devoted to “ All-American Candidates” . 
How did Hank go from Cabrillo freshman klutz to New Mexico State 
University potential All- American wide receiver? 
Following that highly maspicious freshman year on the Hill, we find 
Cook going to a bookstore to purchase Raymond Barry’s book on how 
to catch a football We also find Cook lifting weights to build his 
strength, running hurdles on the track team to improve his football 
speed, and playing catch with anyone and everyone he could find. 


It paid off. Hank became a star at 
Cabrillo, a star at Hancock, and now 
a star at NMSU. 
“ What impressed us about Hank," 
says Jones, “ was not how well he 
played football, but how he made 
himself an athlete. I never had a kid 
who worked harder. As a freshman 
he ran the equivalent of a 5.7 second 
40-yard dash. Last year he ran a 4.7 
and expects to go lower. He bench- 
pressed 260 pounds last year (Cook 
is 6-0,180 pounds)." 


Hank made All-League at Cabrillo, setting still- standing season

Albaeore are still there, but the weather has been on the 
spotty side, making fishing a heavy chore According to 
Skip Sate of the Port San Luis Sportfishing, the take would 
average about two or three fish per rod. 
The fish are still some 50 miles out, but the school is 
gradually moving From all accounts a new school is on the 
way in Stragglers from the school have been picked up 
about 30 to 40 miles out, but even so, some small boats have 
been successful in getting some of them A long and almost 
hazardous haul for the small craft to take, but one can’t 
keep a good fisherman down! 
Salmon fishing picking up, but not too many anglers out 
for them Weather has not been any too pleasant. From the 
shore the sea looks calm, a few miles out it’s a different 
story. 
Sato has two boats that go only for albaeore, as long as 
enough fish and customers show up. Also there is a daily 
rock fishing boat that has been in early with limits. It is 
noted that the rock fish are increasing in size as the season 
goes on, with blue fish especially being much larger than 
usual. A 33-pound white sea bass was amongst the fish 
brought in at the Harbor Associates launching facility. 
This concern has a well-equipped boat, the “ Brenda,” 
now for daily hire at $40 per day plus gas and oil. Six 
fisherman can comfortably fish from this boat, so for a 
party of five or six, looks like this could be a good bet The 
restaurant (snack bar) at the launching facility is now in 
full operation. 
The A.B.C., operated by John Wilson, is mainly going for 
bottom fish, except for salmon charters, and is operating 
from French’s Tackle Store in Avila. The Hanky Panky, run 
by Hank Adams, has moved its quarters to Morro Bay, and 
is doing a good business on albaeore. 
FRESHWATER FISHING 
There has not been a fall trout planting announced, and 
the few that have been taken are the wise old fish that have 
been hugging the bottom and feeding on small fry. 
Lopez Lake reports a few nice bass being taken on plastic 
worms and lead head jigs in deep water, with the rocky 
points in the Lopez Creek arm of the lake about the best bet. 
Margarita Lake reports bass fishing fair to good, with 
fish to four pounds being taken. Deep fishing gives best 
results, with plastic worms and diving plugs. 
Looks like we are getting close to the Soviet Republic on 
studying fish resources off the Oregon coast and California. 
The DFG announced that it is putting a scientist aboard the 
Soviet research vessel “ Seskar” to join in a cooperative 
research program with the Russians. Fishery experts from 
Washington and Oregon are also on the ship. They will 
leave when the DFG representative joins the ship. 
In another phase of the operation, the Soveit’s scientist 
will spend time aboarding U.S. Fisheries department 
“ Commando” observing research methods and cooperating 
in the studies taking place on the American ship. 
This all sounds very nice, but why is the Russian research 
ship working in California waters, comparatively near the 
coast line? The Soviet ship is conducting a research 
program into lake and bottom fish along the coast between 
Coos Bay and Southern California! 
STREAM SCOUTS 
Pacific Gas and Electric stream scouts are not 
optimistic in their weekly report on northern and central 
California waters. They say that most reservoirs used for 
hydroelectric generation are getting lower. Streams are all 
nearing their summer low, with fire hazards extreme. 
Campfire bans are still in effect from Yosemite Valley to 
the Oregon coast. 
Trinity County normal, waters clear and warm, fishing 
fair to poor. Sacramento River (Red Bluff-Tehama area) is 
normal clear and cold. Some steelhead and salmon are 
showing up. Mill, Antelope, Deer, and South Fork, are low 
and clear, and good for working anglers. On the Feather 
River all areas are clear and cold, fishing fair, with wind a 
.problem. North Fork above Almanor, low, the lake is three 
quarters full. Hamilton Branch and Seneca areas normal. 
Kokanee fishing is productive in Bucks Lake.

Louis Zwick. district administrator for southern Maryland 


and DC., despite the fact that his Prince George s team 
challenged Taiwan, losing by a mere 4-0, filed an official 
protest before the game. 


In a telephone interview, he recalled a similar series dom­ 
ination when Monterrey, Mexico, won two years in a row: 
“ Those Monterrey kids had been moved into the Little 
League district from all over Mexico. Whole families were 
moved And it was proved that some of them were overage.’’ 


“ Taiwan wasn't an all-star team in the eyes of the Little 


League. It was a junior high varsity. Their manager said the 
boys played together every day except Saturdays and Sun­ 
days since last May.’’ 
The Taiwan domination of the series produced more than 


Zwick’s protest. The Tainan City team was booed roundly 
each time it took the field. Zwick said it had little to do with 
their overpowering play. 


“ Put yourself in the shoes of an 11-year-old.’’ he suggest­ 
ed “ The stands behind the Prince George’s dugout was load­ 
ed with Chinese people who’d come on buses. They had a 
great big drum They waved Chinese flags Some had gongs 
and banners. It was a psychological advantage. I haven't got 
it against the kids as much as the adults who run the team. 
Those boys are good athletes but they don't have other 
sports to play besides baseball Well, maybe swimming . . . 
or ping pong.’’ 


The Little League investigation, which gets underway in

inference that the Taiwan boys excel at baseball because it 
is the only sport they play is false 


A friend of mine from Taiwan filled me in on the variety 


of games that interest Taiwanese children. “ I ’d say that 
basketball is more popular with the young boys than base­ 
ball.’’ he told me “ And they play a Japanese version of foot­ 
ball — more like rugby. They call it olive-ball because of the 
shape of the ball.’’ 


“ And you think the Little League team from Taiwan is 


good9“ he asked, his eyes glinting “ Well, they are nothing 
compared to the Catholic girl’s school team from Taipei. 
Now, there’s a baseball team. Those girls were so good they 
played against men’s teams and beat them. They weren't 
defeated until they went against a men’s semi-pro team.’’ 


And that information should certainly give the Little 


League Board in Williamsport. Pa , something to think about 
this fall when they consider the question of permitting girls 
to participate in small-time baseball.

Last hope fades 


The last hope tor legislation that would 
bring some kind of truce to the farm labor 
war in California this year died in two 
legislative committees last week. 
Two measures that would assure secret 
ballot union representation elections for 
farm workers and establish procedures for 
settling farm labor disputes will not be 
considered again until the Legislature 
reconvenes in January. 
It could mean another year of battles 
and bloodshed in the grape vineyards and 
lettuce fields of California. There is no 
hope at all of congressional action in this 
field. 
The primary reason the law of the jungle 
rules in farm labor matters is that there 
are no laws — state or federal — to cover 
farm labor disputes. Farm workers were 
deliberately excluded from the National 
Labor Relations Act and every move to 
reverse this action has been met with 
resistance from the Southern bloc. 
Senator George Zenovich, 
Democrat 
from Fresno, is the author of one measure 
held over. The measure was supported by

the Teamsters Union. The United Farm 
Workers 
Union 
argued 
in 
opposition 
because it objected to election eligibility 
requirements 
and 
because 
the 
bill 
prohibited the secondary boycott, which is 
also outlawed under NLRA. 
Zenovich went back to his drafting table 
and 
relaxed 
el ecti on 
eligibility 
requirements and deleted the ban on 
secondary boycotts, saying it would be a 
moot point if labor representation had 
once 
been 
decided 
by 
secret 
ballot 
elections. 
Apparently, this was not enough for 
UFW. The union is still fighting any form 
of legislation in this field that isn’t of their 
own design. 
Zenovich says he is clearly frustrated by 
this experience. 
He said his repeated 
invitations to UFW representatives to 
discuss the legislation were ignored. When 
UFW head Cesar Chavez reversed his 
position saying the union is now in favor of 
secret ballot elections, Zenovich contacted 
the union again, asking for discussion, but 
with no success. 
Will next year be a repeat of this year?

Kissinger when one of his colleagues 
mouthed secrets into the telephone 
(by the way, most secrets are 
leaked inadvertently, Nixon himself 
has leaked, inadvertently, one or 
two lollapaloozas), but to Haldeman 
instead One gathers that whenever 
Haldeman 
decided 
that a 
staff 
member needed to be warned, or 
even dismissed, he would then and 
only then approach Kissinger. 
7. The transcripts of course reside 
in the Justice Department, and 
Senator Case in particular has this 
extraordinary 
interest 
in 
seeing 
them, for reasons that a) aren’t 
clear; and b) hardly relate to Henrv 
Kissinger. 
Kissinger 
is 
not 
in 
physical control of the transcripts, 
nor should he be And one wonders 
what his confirmation by the senate 
to act as Secretary of State has to do 
with 
the 
Justice 
Department’s 
independent determination whether 
to release the transcripts to the 
senate committee. 
8. Here is what one is driven to 
thinking: that some of the senators 


suspect that other information about 
the tappees was recorded than such 
information as dealt directly with 
national secrets. That is probably 
true. 
If 
a 
tape 
recorder 
is 
transcribing a telephone call, it 
doesn't know to shut itself off when 
you are talking to a friend about 
your mistress, and to turn itself 
back on when you are talking about 
what happened at the last meeting 
of the National Security Council. 
One supposes that the editor of 
those 
tapes, 
back 
at the FBI, 
excerp ted 
only 
the 
relevant 
information 
to 
send 
along 
to 
Kissinger and then to Haldeman. 
But if he did not — if he thought (let 
us say) that the mistress, in more 
intimate conversations, might have 
got the secret information and 
served as the conduit, is that really 
something 
the 
Senate 
Foreign 
Relations Committee wants to get 
into? And is that really something 
that can plausibly be heid to stand in 
the way of Henry Kissinger as 
Secretary of State?

Just as one student varies from 
another, so too does one semester 
take 
on 
its 
own 
particular 
character. 


Despite its newness the current 
semester in all its educational 
facets is beginning to show its own 
emerging form. 


Six elementary principals have 
been shifted to new schools. That in 
itself is nothing new, but what is 
new besides the great number of 
changes is the combining of the 
principalships at four of the schools. 
Lloyd Crossman who handled Los 
Berros last year will spread his time 
now between Buena Vista and La 
Mesa Schools, both in Vandenberg 
Village. 
Warren Montooth 
who was principal 
of Crestview school 
last year will serve 
in that capacity for 
both 
Loma 
Vista 
and 
Los 
Padres. 
The latter school 
incidental-ly 
has 
been designated the 
d istrict’s 
early 
childhood school. 


The early childhood program was 
the special interest of state School 
Supt. Wilson Riles, but is scaled 
down from the hopes raised a few 
years ago. Originally Riles had 
talked about a massive assault on 
the problems of learning beginning 
at about two years of age. When the 
legislature cut back the funding to 
$25 million statewide, or a fraction 
of 
the 
original 
projection, 
the 
program 
was 
cutback 
in 
the 
classroom to students five to eight- 
years- of-age. 
At Los Cadres, it will cover grades 
kindergarten through third. There’ll 
be extra emphasis in those grades 
on nursing care, and math and 
language arts. 
Loma Vista, the other half of 
Mantooth’s job will have variations 
of team 
teaching and a large 
number of combination classes. The 
latter will combine youths of usually 
no more than two age groups in one 
class, 
mainly because declining 
enrollment has caused problems for 
scheduling. 
It 
is 
difficult 
for 
example to split 45 youngsters of one 
age group into two convenient - 
sized classes considering the 28.5 
student 
to 
teacher 
ratio. 
The 
combination classes have also been 
used in some areas as a learning 
system with a younger student 
learning from another who is say a 
year older. 
There are also other prospects. 
The district has until Oct. 31 to show 
the state how it proposes to orient 
teachers at El Camino School for 
the handling of minority students. 
The 
school 
has 
a 
minority 
enrollment of 40.31 per cent. Classes 
or seminars must be set up to 
expound the history, culture and 
problems of minority students. El 
Camino is also the district’s Title I

school qualifying for federal funds 
in 
a 
massive 
assault 
on 
the 
problems of the educationally or 
econom ically 
disadvantaged. 
Teachers 
have 
embraced 
the 
programs with a great deal of 
excitement and anticipation. 


A lot of all this has been spelled 
out by Assistant Supt. Mel Wilde and 
curriculum 
director 
Robert 
Thompson. 


The two have great hopes for the 


expansion of college classes being 
given in the district for students in 
conjunction with their senior year. 
Also being nibbled at is the cluster 
system in which a student is exposed 
to a field of several related life 
support activities instead of merely 
one as previously. Teachers and 
administrators are also looking at 
the matter of grading and 
in 
particular 
the 
pass-fail 
system 
instead 
of 
the 
present 
heavy 
reliance on A through F grade 
designations.

This letter is to express the 
concern 
of 
the pilots, 
aircraft 
owners and users of the Lompoc 
Airport, and their opposition, to the 
residential zoning change requested 
by the developers of the Wilson and 
McFadden properties in Northeast 
Lompoc. 
This proposed zoning change is in 
conflict 
with the 
recommended 
Federal, State and County Master 
Plan 
for 
development 
around 
existing airports 
which 
suggest 
there be no residential development, 
of any type, within 3 miles of an 
airport. (The proposed development 
is less than 1 mile from the airport.) 
As taxpayers, we have spent over 
$1.5 
million 
dollars 
in 
the 
development of the Lompoc airport. 
If we allow housing encroach on this 
property, we will have (a) noise and 
low flying aircraft complaints; and 
(b) the hazard of aircraft flying in 
close 
proximity 
of 
housing 
or 
densely populated areas, (i.e. The 
infamous ice cream parlor accident 
in Sacramento.) Federal Aviation 
Studies 
show 
that 
the 
highest 
percentage of aircraft accidents 
occur during takeoff or landing 
approaches 
and

development in this area could 
possibly cause the loss of many lives 
if such an accident were to occur.
